N the  year  of  1890  a gift  of  $1,000  was  left  by 
Miss  Caroline  Staples  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Vincent, 
so  long  an  actress  at  the  old  Boston  Museum. 
Trinity  Church  at  that  time  had  a dispensary  for 
women  and  girls  and  the  suggestion  was  made 
that  this  money  should  form  a nucleus  for  a fund 
which  should  support  a small  hospital  where 
some  of  the  patients  might  have  the  care  it  was 
impossible  for  them  to  receive  at  home. 

With  the  interest  and  encouragement  of  Bishop  Brooks, 
then  Rector  of  Trinity,  the  fund  grew  until  enough  was  se- 
cured to  buy  and  equip  a house  on  Chambers  Street  as  a 
hospital  for  poor  working  girls  and  women. 

Dr.  Lena  V.  Ingraham,  who  was  one  of  the  Senior  Sur- 
geons in  charge  of  the  hospital  from  its  establishment  in  1890 
until  1898,  interested  the  girls  of  Mrs.  Shaw’s  School  (where 
they  taught  physiology)  and  a few  others,  and  suggested

In  March,  1892,  a preliminary  meeting  was  held  at  the 
house  of  Miss  Lucy  Derby  (now  Mrs.  S.  R.  Fuller),  who  was 
also  deeply  interested  and  Dr.  Ingraham  inspired  all  the  girls 
present  (about  40)  by  her  enthusiasm.  Officers  were  elected 
and  plans  discussed. 

In  1896  a reserve  fund  was  started  and  $1,000  from  the 
receipts  of  the  Fair,  that  year,  was  invested,  giving  the 
hospital  the  use  of  the  income.  In  1897  and  1898  more  money, 
the  receipts  from  annual  Fairs  and  theatricals,  was  placed  in 
the  reserve  fund. 

In  1899  Miss  Emma  Monroe  gave  a gift  to  the  hospital  in 
memory  of  Mary  Lowell  Stone  and  with  this  money  a second 
house  was  purchased  on  Chambers  Street  and  the  hospital 
increased  to  24  beds,  with  improved  accommodations  for  the 
nurses.

hospital  (the  new  house  in  Chambers  Street),  and  a large 
room  was  chosen  in  which  eight  beds  could  be  taken  care  of. 
This  room  to  be  called  the  Vincent  Club  Ward.  In  1901  the 
Club  endowed  their  first  free  bed,  costing  $5,000. 

Since  1900  when  the  Vincent  Club  Fund  amounted  to 
$2,300,  it  has  increased  annually  and  now  totals  up  to  date, 
the  sum  of  $78,831.25. 

It  was  formerly  supposed  that  the  income  from  $10,000 
would  pay  for  running  a free  bed,  but  now  with  the  higher 
cost  of  living  and  present  conditions,  it  requires  the  income  of 
nearly  $15,000  for  running  one  free  bed. 

The  hospital  was  founded  principally  for  the  care  of  poor 
working  women  and  girls  who  could  afford  to  pay  little  or 
nothing  for  medical  and  surgical  care. 

Twelve  beds  on  the  upper  floor  of  the  hospital  are  kept  for 
patients  of  this  kind  and  it  is  for  these  poor  women  that  the 
Vincent  Club  is  endowing  the  eight  beds  in  the  Vincent  Club 
Ward.
